But Our good Subjets will no longer looke upon theſe 
and the like Reſults, -asupon the Counſells and concluſi. 


.ons of both Our Houſes of Parliament ; ( thoughall the 


world knowseven that Authority cannever juſtifiethings 
unwarrantable by the Law) they well know how few of 


the Perſons truſted by them are preſent at their confultz- 


tions, ofabove 500 not 80, and of the Houle of Peeres, 
nota fifth patt , that they who are preſenrenjoy nor the 
Priviledge and Freedome of Parliament, bur are beſieged 
by an Army ,and awed by the ſame Tumulrs, which drave 
Us and their fellow Members from thence, to conſent to 
what ſome few ſeditious, Schiſmaticall Perſons among 


them doepropoſe; Theſe are the men, who joyning with 


the Anabaptiſts and Browniſts of Zoyaon, firſt changedthe 
Government and Diſcipline of that Citty, and jnow by 
the pride and power of that Citty would undoe the King- 


dome, whilſt their Lord[Maior ( a Perſon accuſed and 


known to be guilty of high Treaſon') by a new Legiſlative 
Power of his owne , ſupprefles and reviles the Booke of 
Common-Prayer,robbes and impriſons whom he thinkes 
fit, and with the rabble of his Faction gives Lawes to both 


Houſes of Parliament, andtclls chem they will have no

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Accommodation, whil't the Membetsſent and entrufted

or with the Zarle of Eſſex, as very lately Sir Sidny 
Mountague. Theſe are the menwho have preſumed to 
ſend Ambaſſadors , and to enter into Treatyes with For- 
raigne States in their owne behalfes, haveing atthis time 
an Agent of their owne with the States of Holland , tone- 
gotiate for them upon private inſtrutions. Theſe arethe 
men , who not thinking they haveyet brought miſchiefe 
cnough upon this Kingdome, at this time invite and ſolli- 
cite Our Subjects of Scorland toenter this Land with an 
Army againſt Us, Ina word , theſeare themen who 
have made this laſt devouring Ordinanceto take away all 
Law, Liberty, and Property from Our People, and have 
by itreally actedthat upon -Our People, which with infi- 
pite malice, and no colour or ground, was laboured to be 
infuſed into them to have been Our Intention by the 
Commiſſions of Array. 

We have done; What Power and Authority theſe 
men have, or will have, We know not- for Our Selfe We 
challenge none fuch . We looke uponthe Preffures and 
Inconveniences Ourgood SubjeRs beare, even by Us and 
Our Army, (which the Army firſt raiſed by them enfor- 
ced Us to leavy in Our defence , and their refuſall of all 
cfters and defires of Treaty enforceth Vs tokeep) with 
very much ſadneffe of heart , Weareſo farre from requi. 
ring a Twentieth part of their Eſtates (though for their 
owne viſible preſervation that as Wehave already ſold 
or pawned Our owne Iewells,and coyned Our own Plate, 
fo We are willing to ſell all Our 0790e Land, and Houſes 
fortheir relict. Y et We = not doubt but Our good ”o- 
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jeas will feriouſly conſider Our Condition and theirown 
Dutyes, andthinke Our readineſſeto prote& them with 
the utmoſt hazard of Our Life, deſcrvestheir readineſle tg 
aſſiſt Vs with ſome part of their Fortunes, and. whil'g 
other men givea Twentieth part of their Eſtates, to-enable 
them to forteite the other Nineteene,that theywill extend 
themſelves to Js in aliberall and-tree proportion for the 
preſervationofthe reſt, and for the maintenance of Got!'s 
true Religion, the :awes of the Land, the Liberty ofthe 
SubjeR, and the fafery and very being of Parliaments, and 
this Kingdome : forif all theſe ever were , orcan bein 
Ag danger, 'tisnow.inthis preſent Rebellion againſs
